UNCLE SAM IS HUNTING 


FOR NAVAL SURGEONS 


W 


ASHINGTON. — Notwithstanding 


the superior inducements which a 


naval career offers for a young physic- 
ian over the uncertain and overworked 
lines of the average struggling general 
practitioner the medical corps of the 
navy has not found it possible to se- 
cure enough naval surgeons to meet 
the needs of the service. 
; Admiral Rixey, surgeon general of 
the navy, has adopted 
extraordinary 


measures to meet the case, oven going 
so far as to scud circulars to many of 
the best medical colleges soliciting 
applications from the graduates for 
appointment as naval surgeons. And 
to make the offer more tempting the 
surgeon general has undertaken 
to 


give temporary appointments as "act- 
ing assistant surgeons" to the young 
men who will pass a satisfactory pre- 
•liminary examination and 
come 
to 


Washington for instruction. 


They will receive six months' spe- 


cial training at the naval medical 
school and hospital recently establish- 
ed here or at the Mare island naval 
•hospital in the case of applicants from 
the Pacific coast. At the end of that 
course the graduates will receive ap- 
pointments as assistant surgeons with 
an annual salary of $1,750, supple- 


mented by allowances of.' $432 and 
mileage and other inducements. 


The dufficulty in securing applicants 


lies in the fear of the examination to 
which they 
must 
submit. 
Admiral 


Rixey insists that this fear is un- 
founded if the applicant has been prop- 
erly grounded in the principles of med- 
icine, while for the "collateral exam- 
ination" which the candidates must 
take, this is nothing more than an 
elementary test of the candidate's 
general knowledge of English, arith- 
metic and literature, and even knowl- 
edge of foreign languages is not es- 
sential. 


Not even these comparatively sim- 


ple 
requirements, 
however, 
it 
is 


stated, are met by the majority of ap- 
plicants, which in the opinion of the 
naval medical corps is a severe com- 
mentary upon the training afforded by 
many medical institutions. The short- 
age of doctors in the navy has become 
really serious. To-day there are 64 va- 
caunies in a corps that at its maxi- 
mum should number only 300, and un- 
less the deficiency can be supplied 
normally before the -:nd of the calen- 
dar year congress wi I be asked to add 
to the Inducements lo-.v held out to 
applicants by cons!< ;rably increasing 
the pay of naval sui ;eons.

in Al! Details. 


Brooklyn's EC-called "Spite church" 


Is to be dismantled. 
Just wtat use 


the tiny piece of ground upon which 
the little church now sits will be put 
is not known. 


The "little spite church" is at Xo. 


21 Lenox road, just off Flatbush ave- 
nue. 
It is in a district inhabited by 


Brooklyn's best class of citizens, and 
not a few of them will be glnd when 
the tiny structure is torn down, for it 
is a reminder of a "trick" that they do 
not take particular pride in. 


The news that the little church is to 


go has revived a discussion that was 
rife In the Lenox road district about 
five years ago. It waxed acrimonious- 
ly at the time. 
Sides were taken and 


many former friends became enemies. 
Though most of 
the 
people 
living 


along the road sympathize with the 
purposes of the party who had 
the 


church built, they did not sympathize 
with the means that were adopted, 
and most of them would be glad to for- 
get it. 


The spite church was built by well- 


meaning church people in order to pro- 
vent the installation of a saloon 
on 


Lenox road. 
About live years ago a 


large structure with stores 
on 
the 


ground lloor and flats above was start- 
ed on the southwest corner of Flat- 
bush avenue and Lenox road. Mem- 
bers of the Park Side church, then in 
the hands of a Methodist congregation, 
learned that Henry Hesterberg, at that 
time sheriff of Kings county, intend- 
ed to put a'saloon in the corner build- 
ing. 
There was no saloon on Lenox 


road then, and most of the residents 
on the street did not want one on it. 
Particularly did the members of the 
Park Sfdr-i Methodist, church, many of 
whom lived on the road, object. 


After trying by appeals and pro- 


tests to prevent the opening of tho 
saloon, they decided on a now tack. 
According to the laws of the slate, 
a saloon cannot be opened within 200 
feet of a church. 
The 
Park 
Side

church was further down the street, 
on Lenox road, and did not come with- 
in the proscribed radius, so no objec- 
tion could be made to Hcstcrberg's sa 
Icon on this ground. 
So, to forestall 


7\Ir. Hestorberg, it 
was 
decided 
to 


build a church on a narrow liUlo plot 
whith would bring the saloon within 
200 feet and thus prevent its open- 
Ing. 


The church was duly built. 
It was 


complete in every detail, but was a 
joke as to size, being merely a. minia- 
ture. 
It is about 15 feet wide and 


about twice as long. When packed to 
Its capacity it will hold about 
50 


souls. 
But. it was a church. 
It had 


a steeple, Gothic windows, and all tho 
usnnl details. 
Hence when Mr. Her,- 


terbnrg tried to open his saloon 
the 


matter was carried into court, but to 
the chagrin of the church members, 
the Supreme court, 
Justice 
flay nor 


presiding, held that the niinialuie re- 
ligious structure was a church ac- 
cording to the letter of tho lav,', but 
not according to ils spirit, and that 
as regular church services were not 
and could not be held therein, it. wa:; 
a piece; of spite, and nol a church In 
fact at all. 


So the Hcsterborg saloon opened in 


triumph and the little church bc'oamo 
known as "tho spite church." and an 
such often has been pointed out.

Park Side church is now, Presbyterian,

ease-breeding carpets or rugs, report- 
ed to tho union, so that proper action 
may be taken against the offending 
landlord.

hands, without a doubt, as the rights 
of private property are pretty closely 
guarded in this country. But all jok- 
ing aside, many of the com plaints he 
fathers are founded on solid facts, or 
rather customs. The borough of Man- 
hattan is a place for only the very rich 
or the very poor to live. Doth of these 
are tolerably well looked after in tho 
matter of housing, but the great mid- 
dle class suffers by reason of the fact 
that comparatively scant 
provisions 


have been made for them within their 
moans. The enormous increase In the 
cost of living in New York city proper, 
combined with the almost oppressive 
increase In rents for moderately com- 
fortable quarters, Is driving hundreds 
away.

economy of gain Is great'y affected by 
the character of the ration. 


: One lot of three pigs required 2,730 


pounds of skim milk containing 230 
digestible nutrients for 100 pounds of 
gain. 
Eight lots, of 28 pigs required 


1,086 pounds of skim milk and 253 of 
shorts, containing 258 pounds of di- 
gestible nutrients, for 100 pounds of 
gain. And one lot of three pigs re- 
quired 445 pounds of shorts contain- 
ing 294 pounds of digestible nutrients 
for 100 pounds cf gain. 


Milk Is an easily digestible food. 


When .fed alone in tho above trials, 
100 pounds of gain were made from 
the least amount (230 pounds) of di- 
gestible nutrients. 
When shorts were 


'substituted for a portion of skim milk, 
more nutrients (358 pounds) were re- 
quired for 100 pounds gain in weight. 
When shorts were fed alone the most 
nutrients 
.(294 
pounds) were 
re- 


quired for the same gain.

skim milk Is easily digested, it is too 
| bulky in character. 
The capacity of 


the pig to digest and
